From a shin!nj? light to a feeble 
flicker in two short seasons—that's 
the strange, sad story of Hal Schu­ 
macher. 
In 1933, his first full season with 
the New York Giants, Schumie won 
19 games. 
The following year, he 
chalked up 23. Two years ago it was 
19 again.

Today, with little more than half 
the season spent, the big right­ 
hander from Dolgeville, New York, 
is in a terrific nose-dive.

BILL WILL PASS 


Washington, July 13 (AP).—Im­ 
mediate passage of the "evcr-nor- 
mal" granary 
system and 
broad 
crop control 
legislation appeared 
uncertain today despite a recom­ 
mendation from President Roose­ 
velt. 
Chairman Jones (Democrat, Tex­ 
as) of the House agriculture com­ 
mittee, said 
he agreed with 
the 
President’s views, but added: 
"We can make no promise that 
the program alii be enacted at this 
session.” 
Jones said his committee would 
continue to work for passage. 
He 
emphasized, however, success would 
depend Largely 
on the 
length of 
time Congress remains in session 
after the Senate court debate. 
The 
House 
comm it tee, 
Jones 
pointed out. has held hearings on 
the proposed "agricultural adjust­ 
ment act of 1937” sponsored by the 
American farm 
bureau federation 
and endorsed In principle by Secre­ 
tary Wallace. 
It provides for the granary sys­ 
tem, production control through a 
marketing quota system, and pay­ 
ments from the treasury to supple­ 
ment farm 
incomes 
when prices 
fall below a "fair” level.

Here are some substantial meals

menu might contain pot roast beef, 
mashed potatoes, buttered carrots, 
an apple, cabbage, and raw spinach 
salad, bread and butter, custard pie, 
and coffee for adults. 
A second menu is hot m eat loaf, 
scalloped lxitatoes, buttered string 
beans, sliced tomatoes, brown and 
white bread, apple pie. and coffee.
